Claims 1,2, 4-6 and 8 are allowed. 



Statement of Reasons for Allowance 
Claims 1 , 2, 4-6 and 8 are allowed because there is no prior art of record that 

either teaches or suggests a liquid crystal display device comprising the specific 

limitations in the following claims: 
Claim 1: 

Liquid crystal material molecules substantially oriented vertically with respect to 
the substrates by exposure to light illuminated from outside of the substrates 
Claim 5: 

Liquid crystal material molecules substantially oriented vertically with respect to 
the substrates by exposure to light illuminated from outside of the substrates^ 
wherein a domain of the liquid crystal device is divided by light exposure using 
masks in prescribed regions.
